have applied |for transportation privi- 
leges, . The Department of Agricul: 
ture is making strict investigation of 
all cases reported, and out of about 
150 applications received to date 100 
have already been investigated, A 
considerable number of the appifeants 
have been held over for the time be 
ing for the reason that they have not 
yet completed satisfactory arrange: 
ments for taking up new locations, 
and some have been definitely refus- 
ed for this or other reasons. 


In all cases thus far approved the 
settlers are moving to new farms on 
improved land, usually on the crop 
payment basis. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment’s homestead plan, by which 
southern farmers were to be given the 
privilege of exchanging their present 
holdings for new locations ‘on crown 
land, is not yet in operation, no in- 
structions to ‘that effect having thus 
far been received by thé local Domin- 
fon Land Offices. 

~All the removals now belng carried 
out are therefore on the basis of 
straight purchase or lease of iniprov- 
ed land, the géneral rule being that 
land owners in the north are reducing 
their holdings and turning over por- 
tions of them’.to the buyer or venants 
from the south. 

It is not expected by the Govern- 
ment officials in charge of the work’ 
that the total: number of farmers 
moving to the north will exceed fifty.
